Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-5 are allowed because prior art fails to teach or make obvious an X-ray 

examination apparatus including a calibration control unit which is arranged to 
determine the zero orientation of an X-ray source with an X-ray detector from 
differences between the positions in the individual calibration images of the same 
aspect of an imaged calibration phantom, where the central beam line extends 
perpendicularly to an axis of rotation in the zero orientation as claimed in claim 1 . 
Claims 2-5 are allowed by virtue of their dependence.
